Revenue 
Rex B. Goodcell, at Los Angeles. 
recently announced that com plaints 
bad been made to his office that ; 
Southern California taxpayers were 
being circularized by certain !/>* 
Angeles firms to the effect that J 
they must immediately file claims 
for refund of taxes that 
may be 
due them, providing the suprem e 
court of the United States holds 
that Income from community prop­ 
erty is divisible, In California, for 
income tax purposes. 
These cir­ 
culars convey the idea that the fil­ 
ing of a waiver of the 
statute of 
lim itations, as authorized 
bv con­ 
gress. will not protect the taxpay­ 
er's Interest and that a suit must 
be instituted. 
If the ruling of 
the 
suprem e 
court is favorable to the taxpayers 
of California on community prop 
erty income. 
Collector 
Goodcell 
stated that he would give full pub 
llcity of the facts and the proce­ 
dure that will probably be adopt­ 
ed by the departm ent will obviate 
the necessity of suits being filed. 
Consequently, the paym ent of ex­ 
orbitant fees to obtain this refund 
will be entirely unnecessary. 
The action absolutely necessary 
at this time. however, the collector 
explained, Is for the taxpayers to 
file a waiver on or before June 15, 
1925, for the calendar year 1919 
The filing of this waiver extends 
the statute of 
lim itations 
until 
April I, 1926. up to which tim e a 
claim for refund may be filed. The 
statute of lim itations for the cal-1 
endar years 1920 and 1921 does not I 
expire until March 15, 1926.

Investigations into the operations 
of Joel Edward Craddiek, alleged 
“robe doctor,” of Huntington Beach, 
was continued today by A lbert C ar­ 
ter, investIgator for the state m edi­ 
cal board, following 
denials 
by 
Craddiek that he had at any time 
posed as a physician. 
Craddiek is said to have been 
giving "treatm ents” with an elec­ 
trical robe at the H untington Inn, 
H untington Beach. 
The investigation was precipitat­ 
ed last April, when a 
letter, 
ad­ 
dressed to the "city attorney,” was 
received by L. W. Blodget. 
The letter, which was dated April 
16. read: 
“My Dear Sir: 
Come to see 
me at once. 
I am sick and prac­ 
tically a prisoner here at H unting­ 
ton Inn. 
I will look for you real 
soon. 
Do not discuss 
this 
with 
anyone until you have seen me.” 
The letter is said to have been 
signed by Mrs. Edward Kronholra. 
Blodget Refused Admittance. 
Blodget, upon receipt of tho let­ 
ter, endeavored to see Mrs. Kron- 
holm, hut was refused adm ittance 
to her room. He was told that “no 
one was allowed to see her,” he 
claims. 
He returned 
later 
with 
Police Matron Mrs. K. E. Sager, of 
Huntington Beach, and demanded 
entrance. Upon gaining adm ittance 
to the room of the sick woman, 
Blodget declared he found her to 
he In the last stages of tuberculo­ 
sis. 
Upon the plea of Mrs. Kronholm 
that she b" removed from the ho­ 
tel, Blodget declared that he com­ 
municated with county authorities, 
who removed the woman to the Or­ 
ange County hospital, where she 
died soon afterw ard. 
Craddiek adm its treating Mrs. 
Kronholm with the electrical blan­ 
ket. it is said. 
He denied, how­ 
ever, keeping the woman a pris­ 
oner. 
"The woman was In a very bad 
condition 
and 
for that reason I 
deemed It best that strangers be 
kept from her room.” he is said to 
explained. “H er relatives and close 
friends were adm itted to her rooms 
at all tim es.” 
Blodget, on the other hand, de­ 
clared today th at the “robe doc­ 
tor” expressed much surprise when 
he was shown the letter received 
from Mrs. Kronholm. and demand­ 
ed to know how it came to the 
hands of the city attorney. 
"A djustm ent*” to Patient*. 
According to 
C arter, 
Craddiek 
had been giving “adjustm ents” to 
hi* patients, following 
the 
alec-

C arter 
also 
stated that Craddiek has 
never 
received a diploma nor studied at 
any college of 
medicine, 
osteo­ 
pathy, or chiropractic, and has no 
license to practice medicine or any 
of the “healing arts.” 
Craddiek. it is declared, denies 
ever posing as a doctor. 
“I have 
never held myself out as a ‘doctor’ 
nor posed as a physician,” he is 
reported to have said. 
“ It is true 
that many of 
my 
acquaintances 
confer the title of ‘doctor’ when 
addressing me. 
Many checks sent 
to me by persons taking the ‘treat­ 
m ent’ have been made out to ‘Doc­ 
tor Craddiek.’ but 
never 
have I 
either publicly or 
privately 
de­ 
clared myself to be a ‘doctor,” ’ he 
Is quoted as saying. 
Craddiek is said 
to 
have 
de­ 
clared that during the last 
few 
m onths he has adm inistered the 
"electric robe” treatm ent to more 
than 300 persons. 
Most of these, 
according to a list of patients now 
in the hands of Carter, are worn 
en, some of wealth, 
residing 
in 


various sections of Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
Craddiek also is reported to have 
stated that 
"business 
has 
been 
very good" In H untington Beach. 
It is claimed that, he has several 
hundred "testim onials" 
from 
pa- 
ttents he claims to have treated. 
The general tone of 
the 
“testi­ 
monials,” It Is said, speaks in fa­ 
vorable terras of the "treatm ent*." 
Robe Made In Denver. 
The "electrical robe” Is term ed 
by Craddiek 
as 
"the 
triclasL” 
According to printed literature, it 
is m anufactured 
by 
the 
Triune 
Health plan, of Denver, Colo., of 
which Craddiek claims to be the 
general manager. 
The apparatus is said to consist 
of a garm ent in 
which 
electric 
wires have been wound. It covers 
the entire body except the head. 
The patient removes all clothing 
and then dons what resem bles a 
one-piece rubber bathing suit. The 
electric robe is then put on and 
a cord connected with the lighting 
system. 
It is said that Craddiek claims 


the robe possesses extraordinary 
qualities that are in some manner 
supposed to 
attune the cells of 
the body to norm al vibration. The 
treatm ent hist about 45 minutes, 
after which patients are massaged, 
it Is declared. 
An investigation, which will last 
several days, is being carried on 
by Carter, and It is understood 
that a large num ber of Craddick’s 
patients will be Interviewed to de­ 
term ine w hether the electric robe 
treatm ents are in violation of the 
state medical laws. 
Another angle of the case 
was 
brought to light todav when an 
nouncem ent was made to the effect 
th at Craddiek had treated the late 
Mrs. Maude Renwick, 
who 
died 
suddenly In her home at Hunting 
ton Beach on May 21. 
C arter will 
investigate this case, along with 
the death of Mrs. Kronholm, it is 
understood.

The papers report 600 
deaths 
I from the recent heat wave in the 
east. 
While these deaths are attrib­ 
uted lo the excessive heat, it is 
safe to say th at at least three- 
H artranft. four« 
of them were due, rath er, 
to the failure of the victims tai 
fulfill tho ordinary requirem ents 
of normal living, so th at the sud­ 
den heat merely furnished an ex 
cuse for their deaths. 
Lack of exercise, im proper hab­ 
its of eating, carelessness in ob­ 
serving health habits, 
excessive 
smoking, insufficient sleep, 
and 
such ordinary causes 
were 
un­ 
doubtedly back of most of these 
fatalities. 
Or, in 
other 
words, 
most of those who died from the 
heat m ight have kept on living if 
they had taken the trouble to keep 
them selves m oderately fit. 
The hot. wave did not strike San­ 
ta Ana, but if ^ h a t, or any other 
such unusual circum stances should 
arise, there is no doubt th at a 
good many of our people would 
suffer in the same way, because 
we probably have as m any folks 
here as there are anyw here else 
who. by 
carelessness 
of 
their 
health. Invite disease and death 
on the slightest provocation. De­ 
pleted vitality, brought on by im­ 
proper living, produces conditions 
which are most favorable to fatal 
results when disease germ s gain 
an entrance, or when some sudden 
emergency, such as the extrem e 
heat, puts an extra strain on the 
system.

IO END STRIFE 


SAN FRANCISCO, 
June 
12.— 
China needs three strong men to 
correct three things that are behind 
present chaotic conditions there, 
declared T>r. Ng Poon Chew, ed­ 
itor of the local Chinese language 
newspaper. Chun Sal Vat Po. in an 
interview with the United Press. 
High costs of living, 
frightful 
labor conditions and foreign ag­ 
gression have brought on the pres­ 
ent situation, he said. 
“W hat China needs is a political 
organizer, a m ilitary genuis and a 
financier,” Dr. Chew declared. “I 
have every faith that these men 
will arise and save China. 
I ain 
just as certain China cannot be 
helped by intervention. 
“The 
foreigners, 
who 
have 
brought capitalism and commerial- 
ism are not popular. 
The Japan­ 
ese and English are especially dis­ 
liked. 
Any m ove from these quart­ 
ers w ill only add to the confus­ 
ion.” 
Dr. Chew said living costs have 
gone up tw ice as fast as wages 
in China sin ce the World 
war. 
Rice, which w as 12.50 a sack, is 
now $7. and m any working fam i­ 
lies cannot afford to eat it. 
“Tho C hinese ere not starting." i 
said Dr. Chew, “but they are eat­ 
ing just enough to keep body and 
soul together. 
“The present trouble arose from

"Shanghai tragedy” cabled by the 
professors of the National Union 
university of Peking, who blame 
British-controlled police for 
the 
recent rioting in Shanghai. 
After explainig th at strikes of 
Chinese workers had been going 
on for some time in Japanese cot­ 
ton factories at Esingtao and Shan­ 
ghai; that a striker had been shot 
and killed by Japanese w ithout any 
justifiable cause and a dem onstra­ 
tion by unarmed w orkers followed, 
the manifesto read: 
"The police of the international 
settlement, which is practically un­ 
der complete control of British of­ 
ficials and consuls, not only saw 
fit to prohibit the dem onstration, 
but also arrested a num ber of the 
students taking part in it. 
“Then the rest of the students 
went to the police station, rede­ 
manding release of their 
fellow 
students. 
"The police ordered them to dis­ 
perse. 
As ehey refused to go, a 
British police inspector ordered: 
‘Shoot to kill.’ 
Six of the boys 
were killed on the spot and over 
40 were seriously wounded. 
This 
did not, however, prevent defense­ 
less students from repeating their 
demonstration, so the fciring 
of 
rifles and machine guns continued 
by the British-controied police for 
about six days. 
"The exact num ber of casualties 
is still unascertainable, but most 
reports show that at least 70 were 
killed and 399 wounded. 
They 
are all Chinese and not a single 
British or any other 
nationality 
apepars on the casuality list. 
"Why did not the British and 
Japanese m inisters in Peking give I 
instructions to stop the killing im -1 
mediately, lf they did not approve I 
or countenance it?"

T hese federal laws, which, inci­ 
dentally, have been

principal causes of the trem endous

were so well constructed th at prac­ 
tically no dam age has been done 
to them by the barrage of attacks 
upon their constitutionality. 
Taft On Volstead Law 
The attitude of the high court 
on *he engrossing subject of the 
prohibition act was expressed the 
other day by Chief Justice Taft, to 
an attorney for a man convicted 
under the national prohibition law.

earth was formed by m eteorites 
bumping together in space. 
Its end will come when it whirls 
Itself apart. 
This new theory, which already 
has started a controversy among 
scientists, has been propounded by 
Dr. William Jasper Spillman of th'' 
National Academy of Sciences and 
U. S. departm ent of agriculture. 
It applies not only to the earth, 
but. to the entire solar system . 
Its conclusions are th at— 
The m eteorites 
which 
formed 
the earth were fragm ents of older 
planets which 
had 
disintegrated 
and fallen a p a rt 
The earth 
is 
growing 
slowly 
larger. 
It is losing its own initial heat, 
but is receiving heat from explod­ 
ing atom s and striking m eteorites 
The sun has attained its full 
growth and is now rem aining sta­ 
tionary in size. 
It has passed its hottest point, 
and is gradually cooling off. 
Dr. Spillman Explains. 
Dr. Spillman explains 
as 
fol­ 
lows: 
"Millions 
of 
m eteorites 
are 
whirling about in space. 
"They exert a certain am ount of 
attraction for each other. 
"Therefore, when the orbits of 
any 
two 
m eteorites 
are 
close 
enough, the m eteories are drawn 
together and form one larger m et­ 
eorite. 
Eventually it attains tre­ 
m endous size. 
“This appears to he a logical ex­ 
planation for all the stars and 
planets, including the earth. 
“For a tim e the earth grew fast, 
‘picking up’ the sm aller m eteorites 
in its path. 
“Then—about five billion years 
ago—Its growth slowed down. 
It 
had virtually ‘cleaned up’ its orbit 
of sm aller bodies. 
•Tt is still growing, 
hut 
very 
gradually. 
Scientists estim ate it 
is being struck by two hundred mil­ 
lion m eteorites every day. 
While 
some of these m eteorites are fair­ 
ly large, m any are no bigger than 
pinheads. 
Moons Formed Same Way. 
“The various moons—our moon, 
and those of the other planets— 
were probably formed in the same 
way. but they were formed within 
the influence of larger bodies*. 
“The sun was probably formed 
by two great m asses of m eteorites 
crashing together as their orbits 
crossed. 
Those 
which 
collided 
stuck together and transferred the 
center of gravity 
to 
the 
entire 
mass. 
"M ovement is a form of energy, 
end energy cannot be destroyed. 
W hen a moving body is suddenly 
stopped, its energy of Motion is 
changed ipto heat. 
“Now, however, the sun has at­ 
tracted virtually all the m eteorites 
around it. Its growth has stopped, 
which m eans that no new heat is 
being generated by striking 
me­ 
teorites. 
“It is possible that the ann may 
have another source of heat, gen­ 
erated by atomic energy. 
“Most scientists agree th at the 
sun has passed its hottest point 
and is now slowly cooling. 
“The earth, too. is gradually los­ 
ing the heat generated by collision 
of the m eteorites which formed it

"W hen this occurs, there being 
nothing to hold its fragm ents, they 
are simply whirled off into spare 
by its centrifugal force. 
“This is a theory with an ‘if.’ So 
far it has not been proven th at tho 
atomic energy of a disintegrating 
planet ran* down. 
“But neither has it been 
dis­ 
proven. and the theory at least 
provides a satisfactory explanation

The searchers for new lands in the arctic circle must 
be getting warmer. 
At least, there is more animated 
discussion as to whose land it will be when discov­ 
ered. 
Donald B. MacMillan, scheduled to start on a polar 
cruise June 17, announces that he will claim any­ 
thing he finds for the United States. 
Immediately the Canadian Minister of the Interior 
announces that Canada already has claimed and al­ 
ways will claim all lands north of the Dominion right 
up to the North Pole itself. Canada is willing to take 
those regions to itself sight unseen. 
But here MacMillan sheds a little more light on 
the importance of such claims. 
In 1913 his party 
sailed for 150 miles across the Polar sea looking for 
land. 
They took from the maps land which had 
previously been shown on them but which failed to 
materialize among the icebergs; they found no new 
land. 


The feeling persists that there is undiscovered land 
there which certainly will be discovered and properly 
charted some day.

That phrase 
puts toto homely and understandable words the Ideal toward 
which all our fine plans of culture and education are shaped. 
Progress is being m easured more and more in term s of human 
sympathy and co-operation, rath er than In term s of m echanical 
appliances, w ealth and Institutions. 
When the people of the world 
learn generally to get along together, their m aterial resources 
will be used to the best advantage, and th eir Institutions will 
not m atter very much. 
This Ideal of neighborliness Is valuable, because It is within 
the pow er of every intelligent man to make some headway In 
advancing i t 
The restriction that m akes it difficult to attain, 
Is the fain th at neighborliness does not come simply from m oan­ 
ing well. 
It requires thought. 
It is probable that this community, and every other on the 
face of the globe, is largely made up of well-meaning people— 
people who want to get along together. 
Comparatively few in­ 
dividuals run afoul of the rules and regulations that are made 
to restrain those who don’t mean well. 
This is only another 
way of stating the truism that man is a gregarious animal. 
The 
net result Is that there is a vast fund of w hat might be called 
“well-meaningness,M which is at the disposal of those who want 
to remould human society nearer to the h eart’s desire. 
The 
main difficulty seems to lie In the fact that information and in­ 
telligence are not yet equal to altruism ; and that therefore this 
vast reserve of good impulses is undirected or mis-directed, 
with woeful results upon human happiness. 
There are altogether too many leaders abroad in the land, 
who aim to promote neighborliness with reservations. 
Our leader 
would have us all live together happily, but only upon condition 
that those who do not agree with him on religious m atters shall 
be om lawed 
Another believes that religious differences can be 
reconciled, but that control of government m ust be assigned to 
one “class” or another, before harmonious living eau be a t­ 
tained.

air and oxygen 
on

tire*, and also for oil tankers and 
other ship* where fires

the 
cargo hold present a serious prob­ 
lem. 
The extinguishers, 
which 
are 
m erely tanks loaded w ith the car­ 
bon dioxide gas used a t every soda 
fountain to carbonate 
the 
soda 
water, elim inate th e w ater 
dam ­ 
age which forms one of th e great­ 
est losses in ordinary fire fighting. 
In the tank in which th e soda 
fountain proprietor buys the gas 
it is compressed to liquid form, 
tinder a pressure of about 
nine 
hundred pounds 
to 
the 
square 
inch. 
In that form the contents 
of the tank retain the 
tem pera­ 
ture of whatever room it m ay be 
placed in. 
But as soon 
as 
the 
valve is opened and 
the 
liquid 
gas is sprayed into the air, it in­ 
stantaneously drops to a tem pera­ 
ture of 1J0 degrees below 
zero, 
and falls In a fine powdery snow. 
The falling snow is accom panied! 
by clouds of the expanding 
gas, 
looking like steam . 
The gas is so 
heavy that it falls over the fire 
surface, displacing all 
air, 
axid 
cutting off the supply of oxygen,! 
without which fire cannot exist.
